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Cyclist dies in collision with a lorry during race in Nottinghamshire 


A keen cyclist died in a collision with 
a lorry on Mothering Sunday as he 
took part in a time trial race in 
Nottinghamshire. 

Andrew Ridsdale, 43, a member of 
Epsom Cycling Club, was pro¬ 
nounced dead at the scene on the A1 
near Blyth shortly before 9am on 
Sunday, March 18. 

Mr Ridsdale had worked as a man¬ 
ager in the tax and savings team at 
Legal and General for the past seven 
years and moved to Epsom in 2007 
with his work. 

He lived in Epsom and Kingswood 
for four years, taking part in many 
club events, before moving back to 
Yorkshire last year to live with his 
mother. 

But even then he continued to 
cycle under his Epsom Cycling Club 
colours. 

Fellow cyclists have paid tribute to

Mr Ridsdale and said his death high¬ 
lights the dangers posed to cyclists 
by HGVs. 

Mr Ridsdale had been taking part 
in the Trent Valley 10-mile time trial 
when he died. 

Trent Valley Road Club released a 
statement that said: “Tragedy 
struck at today’s open time trial. 
Rider Andrew Ridsdale of Epsom 
CC was killed in a collision with a 
lorry. Our sincere condolences go 
out to his family. RIP Andrew.” 

Shaun Pycroft, who organised the 
event for the club, said: “This is a 
tragic event and one that I hope will 
never repeat itself. As a rider myself 
it’s very difficult when something 


like this happens.” 

Bill Hill, chairman of Epsom Cy¬ 
cling Club, said: “He was a nice chap. 
Most cyclists you find you get on 
with as there are common interests 
and he was a very keen cyclist. It’s 
terrible. He told me he was moving 
back but I never actually got the 
chance to say cheerio to him. 

“He was a quiet person and as far 
as I knew he had never been mar¬ 
ried. He was living with his mother 
in Yorkshire near Huddersfield. He 
did say his mother would be pleased 
when he was transferred back.” 

A spokesman for Legal and Gener¬ 
al said: “Andrew was a very popular 
member of the savings business, 
who will be greatly missed by his 
work friends and colleagues. Our 
thoughts and condolences are with 
his family and friends.” 

The cycling community is deeply 


concerned about the number of acci¬ 
dents with lorries whose drivers 
cannot see cyclists in their blind 
spots. 

Between August 2010 and July 2011 
12 cyclists died on London roads 
alone, eight of them in collisions 
with HGVs. 

Mr Hill added: “There are too 
many accidents with heavy goods 
vehicles. It’s the sort of thing that 
can happen to any of us, especially 
down here as it’s so busy. You get 
people charging around in their 
4x4s. They slow down for the horses 
but with cyclists there tends to be a 
bit of an anti feeling. 

“You feel a bit at risk wherever you 
go on a bike, I’m afraid.” 

No arrests have been made and 
Nottinghamshire Police’s crash in¬ 
vestigation unit has launched an in¬ 
vestigation into the death.

TV. 
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Olympic torch will 
not shine in town

There was disappointment 
across Epsom and Ewell this 
week when it emerged that the 
route for the Olympic torch did 
not include the borough and so 
local torchbearers will have to 
run in other boroughs. 

While many had also hoped 
to catch a glimpse of the torch 
as it passed through their 
town, it also became clear the 
flame will actually be trans¬ 
ported in a heavily guarded 
convoy for much of its journey 
and only be carried by torch- 
bearers for short stretches 
through selected towns in 
Surrey. 

The nearest point for resi¬ 
dents to watch torchbearers 
carry the Olympic flame will 
be in Redhill, Reigate and 
Dorking on Friday, July 20, and 
Sutton on July 23. 

Between these points the 
torch will be travelling in a ve¬ 
hicle flanked by security cars 
provided by the Metropolitan 
Police, sponsor cars from 



Samsung, Coke and Lloyds 
Bank, and a car that will travel 
ahead of the main vehicle to 
clear the way. 

Sarah White, 45, from Lang¬ 
ley Vale and club manager of 
Epsom sports club, said: “It’s 
disappointing because I think 
the national profile is that it’s 
trying to touch lots of commu¬ 
nities and it’s unfortunate it’s 
not coming to Epsom and 
Ewell with its strong sporting 
community. 

“As we are on some major 
road networks it would have 
been easy to make it more ac¬ 
cessible, but I suppose the 
counter to that is that we have 
the cycle race coming through 
Headley. We might not see the 
torch but we will see an 
Olympic event. 

“I was under the impression 
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it was always going to be car¬ 
ried by someone and not in a 
vehicle, which is slightly 
strange. As long as it’s visible 
that’s fine but for me I think it 
should be someone carrying it 
as they go.” 

Organisers said they would 
release a street map of roads 
the convoy will travel along 
should people wish to watch it 
pass but could not confirm 
when this will happen. 

And of the 8,000 people se¬ 
lected to carry the Olympic 
flame, just four are so far 
known to be from this area, 
and none would be carrying it 
in their home town. 

Tim Lawler, 44, from Tad- 
worth, will be carrying the 
torch through Dorking on July 
20, Kelvin Freeman, 45, from 
Banstead through Reigate on 
July 20 and Malcolm McFar- 
lane, 42 from Leatherhead, 
through Sutton on July 23. 

And Josephine Baker, 15, 
from Stoneleigh, will be carry¬ 
ing the torch in Enfield, north 
London - an hour-and-ahalf 
from where she lives. 

A spokesman for Locog said: 
“We understand that it seems 
the most obvious and simplest 
thing for people to run in their 
own area. But logistically this 
is a massive challenge of try¬ 
ing to slot 8,000 people into 
only a certain amount of 
spaces. 

“Unfortunately some people 
will be running outside of 
their area but we have tried to 
ensure that they are within an 
hour of where they live.”

Brain tumour battler to carry torch 


An inspirational 15-year- 
old girl who has battled 
three brain tumours has 
been chosen to carry the 
Olympic torch this 
summer. 

Josephine Baker from 
Chadacre Road in 
Stoneleigh, and a student 
at Nonsuch High in 
Cheam, had the tumours 
diagnosed at the age of 
nine and has since gone 
through two bouts of 
chemotherapy and had 
two brain operations. 

Her mum, Alison Baker, 
said: “She had really bad 
headaches and sickness 
when she was nine. I took 
her to A&E three times 
but they didn’t think any¬ 
thing was wrong. Finally I 
said this is not my daugh¬ 
ter, something is wrong. 
So eventually she had a CT 
scan and they discovered 
she had three tumours.” 

Josephine, who delivers 
the Epsom Guardian in 
the Stoneleigh area, was 
nominated to carry the 


Olympic torch by her 
mum who has described 
her as an “inspiration”. 

She said: “She has been 
so determined and posi¬ 
tive throughout it all and 
an inspiration to a lot of 
people. She’s not given 
into anything and she’s 
just carried on with it and 
dealt with it in a really 
grown-up way. She is one 
determined young lady.” 

The teenager was “unbe¬ 
lievably excited” to find 
out she had been selected 
as a torchbearer two 
weeks ago, but was not al¬ 
lowed to tell anyone until 
this week when the list 
was officially announced. 

But despite living in 
Stoneleigh, Josephine will 
be carrying the flame on 
July 25 through Enfield, 
even though the flame will 
be travelling through 
parts of Mole Valley, Sut¬ 
ton and Croydon. 

Mrs Baker said: “It’s at 
least an hour-and-a-half 
away, which is really sad 


because all her friends 
can’t come and see her. 
It’s weird that people liv¬ 
ing here aren’t getting to 
run this stretch. You 
think why has she been 
given that area? But we 
aren’t complaining. We 
will go up there and we 
have family in Essex that 
are going to come across 
as well so it will be a great 
day.” 

While her brain tumours 
are a constant worry, 
Josephine is currently 
studying for her GCSEs 
and has ambitions to be a 
fashion photographer. 

Mrs Baker added: “She 
gets headaches some times 
and it’s something that 
never goes away as they 
are always there. We never 
know if they are going to 
be active or dormant and 
it’s a bit of a roller-coast¬ 
er. She just really wants to 
get her GCSEs out of the 
way. She just works really 
hard and makes the best 
everything.”

A builder has donated a rare 
and valuable collection of 
more than 100 ancient arte¬ 
facts found in Epsom and 
Ewell to Bourne Hall Muse¬ 
um, including a 3,000-year- 
old Bronze Age ceremonial 
spearhead. 

Matt Brewer, 42, from Lon¬ 
don Road in Cheam, has been 
metal detecting for nearly 25 
years recovering rare pieces 
of history from the area, in¬ 
cluding Roman brooches, 
coins and Saxon medals. 

Mr Brewer, who emigrat¬ 
ed to Australia last 
Wednesday, decided to 
donate his entire collec¬ 
tion to the museum as 
he wanted it to remain 
in the borough. 

The star item is the 
bronze minature cer¬ 
emonial spearhead. 

David Brooks from 
Bourne Hall Museum 
said: “It’s a smaller ver¬ 
sion of the full-sized spear 
produced as an offering to the

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gods. They would have been 
thrown into Bourne Hall 
Lake. This object was incredi¬ 
bly valuable in its day and is 
very rare.” 

The spear was discovered by 
Mr Brewer in 1990 when 
Bourne Hall lake was emptied 
in order to install a plastic lin¬ 
ing to prevent it from natural¬ 
ly draining each year. 

Mr Brewer found many of 
the items on sites that were 
being developed. 


He said: “Everything like 
that would now be crushed 
under houses. I took the op¬ 
portunity to speak to the fore¬ 
man and take my metal 
detector out. They have 
stopped people doing that now 
because of health and safety 
implications so everything is 
getting lost. It’s a great way of 
finding out about the history 
of the local area. 

“I have found stuff from the 
Bronze Age, Celtic and Saxon 


times and stuff from Bourne 
Hall Lake - some nice Roman 
brooches and things from 
Celtic times. I have been doing 
it for about 25 years so I have 
built up quite a collection. Ev¬ 
erything has been indentified 
and verified by experts. I de¬ 
cided since I am leaving Ewell 
I thought I would give them to 
Bourne Hall to display in 
the museum.” 

Mr Brooks said: “There 
was one Roman coin that is 
the only one recorded as 
being found in the country. 

“The Saxon medal is 
very rare and bronze 
spearheads are very 
important. 

“It tells us something 
of what went on in Ewell 
more than 2,000 years 
ago. It would be nice for 
him to get some recog¬ 
nition as he could have 
just sold the lot on 
eBay.” 

The museum is 
planning to put the 
finds on display as 
soon as it has the 
right display cabinet.

Reigate until 2008 looking 
into crimes, deciding how 
they should be dealt with 
and allocating them to in¬ 
vestigating officers. 

She then moved to Aus¬ 
tralia to live with Jack Price, 
the father of her three chil¬ 
dren - a fact Croydon Coun¬ 
cil discovered thanks to an 
anonymous phone call. 

Throughout the investiga¬ 
tion Turner claimed not to 
know Mr Price and said she 
had only been holidaying in 
Australia. 

But council investigators 


discovered she had been 
making monthly transfers 
to Mr Price’s bank account 
and payments to a shipping 
company to transport her 
belongings to Australia. 

She was given a 12-month 
suspended sentence at Croy¬ 
don Crown Court on Thurs¬ 
day, March 8, after pleading 
guilty at an earlier hearing 
and ordered to complete 160 
hours unpaid work for the 
community and pay £2,258 
in costs. The council will 
now seek to recover the 
£45,000 paid to her. 


Clamber up crane

tal Health Act after scaling a crane and 
shouting at startled passersby. 

Surrey Police were called to Station 
Approach in Epsom at noon on Monday, 
March 19, after receiving calls from peo¬ 
ple worried about the man’s safety.

Public outcry changes 
schools’ entry criteria

The Surrey schools admissions 
system, which prioritises siblings, 
will be changed for two schools 
following a public outcry and a 
last-minute u-turn by Surrey 
County Council (SCC). 

Wallace Fields Infant and Junior 
Schools, in Epsom, currently fol¬ 
low the county’s standard criteria 
for admissions, giving priority for 
places to children who already 
have a sibling at the schools. 

But this can result in an only 
child living next to the school and 
not getting in while children liv¬ 
ing miles away who have a sibling 
at the schools getting a place. 

In its annual consultation on 
school admissions, SCC sought 
views from residents, parents, 
staff and governors on introduc¬ 
ing a tiered sibling criteria, which 
has been used at other schools 
and gives second priority to chil¬ 
dren living closest to the school, 
after children with siblings al¬ 
ready there for whom the school is 
closest. 

One parent said: “The sibling

rule is quite established in Surrey, 
but we live so close to the school 
and there are quite a few families 
with children at the school who 
do not. 

“It is unfortunate and there will 
always be people who are disap¬ 
pointed, but, as a resident I don’t 
feel it should be me.” 

Despite 75 per cent of those con¬ 
sulted voting in favour of a 
change to this criteria for the two 
schools for September 2013, the 
council’s cabinet initially recom¬ 
mended a phased change, fully ef¬ 
fective from 2016 - an option just 5 
per cent of those consulted sup¬ 
ported. 

The council said phased intro¬ 
duction would support families 
who had already made decisions 
based on the current system and 
ensured minimal damage to the 
school community. 

But at a full council meeting on 
March 20, Councillor Tim Hall, 


cabinet member for children and 
learning, tabled a successful 
amendment to introduce the mea¬ 
sures for September next year 
without phasing. He highlighted 
the case of children from Ewell 
Grove Infants’ School, some of 
whom do not have a sibling at Wal¬ 
lace Fields Juniors or Infants’ 
School, but for whom it is their 
nearest junior school. 

Speaking after the meeting, Mr 
Hall said: “Ewell Grove Infants’ 
School had not been party to the 
consultation and its lobbying was 
suggestive that there was more to 
this. 

“There is no easy solution, but 
this decision should give the 
school community a balanced 
result”. 

Another resident welcomed the 
decision saying: “This will mean 
there will no longer be a bias 
against only children or first¬ 
borns trying to go to their local 
school - great for the community.” 

Wallace Fields Infant and Junior 
Schools refused to comment.

Builder buys bacon

An Epsom man has been 
grilled about why he bought 
bacon that was subsequently 
thrown at a mosque. 

Builder David Morris, 22, is 
one of nine men accused of vi¬ 
olent disorder, affray and 
racially-aggravated damage 
when a hooded mob attacked 
Kingston Mosque in Novem¬ 
ber 2010. 

The incident took place after 
an English Defence League 
rally outside the mosque in 
East Road, with a mob chant¬ 
ing slogans as elderly wor¬ 
shippers cowered inside the 
building. 

Taking the stand at Kingston 
Crown Court on Monday, Mr 
Morris refused to answer a 
number of questions during 
his cross-examination. 

Leading Judge Georgina 
Kent had to warn him three 
times about the inferences the 
jury may take from his no 
comment responses. 

Mr Morris told the court he 
picked up bacon from Tesco

Metro “for a joke”. 

He said: “Obviously it was a 
march against Islamic extrem¬ 
ism and they don’t eat bacon.” 

When he went back to the 
nearby King’s Tun pub, other 
people threw the bacon 
around and he did not see it 
again, he told the court. 

He was also asked about a 
photo on his mobile phone 
that showed co-defendant 
Alfie Wallace and another 


unidentified man in East Road 
holding sticks. 

Asked why he took it and 
what the men intended to do 
with the sticks, he said: “I 
don’t know.” 

The prosecution claimed all 
nine men on trial at Kingston 
Crown Court could be identi¬ 
fied on CCTV walking toward 
the mosque in a large group. 

Earlier in the trial mosque 
community relations officer 
Rizwan Khaliq, who spoke 
from behind a screen, said he 
heard thuds and someone 
shouting “Oi, come out”, be¬ 
fore looking out of the window 
to see a mob approaching. 

He said: “I saw an individual 
rush to our window and hit 
the window with force. 

“He had something like a 
baseball bat or a stick in his 
hand, which made a very loud 
sound against the window.” 

All the accused deny violent 
disorder, affray and racially- 
aggravated damage. 

The trial continues.

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Library campaigners 
hopeful about review

Campaigners are quietly opti¬ 
mistic about the judicial review 
held this week into plans by Sur¬ 
rey County Council (SCC) to re¬ 
place librarians with volunteers at 
10 libraries. 

The Surrey Library Action 
Movement (Slam) lodged a legal 
action against SCC earlier this 
year over a potential abuse of 
power by the council and the High 
Court ruled a judicial review 
would be held into whether the 
council carried out a proper con¬ 
sultation into the changes. 

The two-day hearing ended on 
Tuesday afternoon with the deci¬ 
sion deferred to allow the judge to 
fully consider all the evidence. 

SCC has earmarked 10 libraries 
across Surrey, including Ewell 
Court, Stoneleigh and Tattenhams 
to be handed over to volunteers in 
a bid to cut costs, but has main¬ 
tained its intention has been to 
keep all Surrey’s 52 libraries open. 

It also announced it would pro¬ 
vide a paid member of staff in the 
libraries for 20 per cent of their 
opening hours. 

Slam’s Lee Godfrey, who was at 
the judicial review, said: “About 75 
per cent of the time the argument 


looked to be in our favour and 25 
per cent of the time it looked like 
SCC had the better of the argu¬ 
ment, but I am not a judge, so it is 
difficult to tell. 

“It is quite normal for a decision 
to be deferred as, if it had not been, 
it would mean the judge had made 
a very quick decision and we did 
not have a case. It is frustrating as 
we would have liked to have the de¬ 
cision but we just have to wait.” 

Helyn Clack, SCC’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber for community services, said: 
“Inevitably people’s opinions 


about our plans have varied, but 
we have been encouraged by the 
support we have received from 
people who understand we are try¬ 
ing to do what is best for Surrey’s 
libraries. 

“Under our plans, volunteers 
would be able to run 10 branches, 
which account for about 7 per cent 
of all library use in Surrey. 

“SCC will continue to provide ev¬ 
erything else, including the build¬ 
ing, stock, computer equipment, as 
well as installing free Wi-Fi in all 
the libraries.”

Nightclub has hours cut 
after residents complain

A nightclub has been ordered 
to shut earlier at weekends 
because of complaints about 
crime and antisocial be¬ 
haviour from police and 
neighbours. 

Elements nightclub, in 
Spread Eagle Walk, Epsom 
High Street, had its weekend 
trading hours reduced from 
3am to 1.30am when an appli¬ 
cation by Surrey Police to re¬ 
view the licence came before 
the council’s licensing sub¬ 
committee last week. 

The decision came just a 
month after another town 
centre venue - Stir Cocktail 
Bar in East Street - had its 
3am licence renewed, and the 
manager of Elements is con¬ 
sidering appealing the 
decision to cut its hours. 

The police applied for a re¬ 
view in January, citing the 
need to prevent crime and dis¬ 
order and public nuisance. 

They said there had been 101 
incidents linked to the club 
last year, including 43 cases of 
assault, and many complaints 
from people being disturbed 
by people leaving the club. 

Elements manager Gabby 
McKeown said: “Regretfully, 
in the real world, any late-

night business will have 
incidents. 

“I am sure that we at Ele¬ 
ments have every measure in 
place to minimise the number 
of incidents plus the profes¬ 
sionalism to deal with any in¬ 
cidents that do occur within 
the premises both quickly and 
efficiently. 

“However, we have no 
control over the handful of 
customers that refuse to leave 
the club at closing time 


quietly and peacefully.” 

Tony Axelrod, who lives in 
nearby Station Approach, said 
the right decision had been 
reached as he was regularly 
woken up between 3am and 
4am at weekends. 

He said: “It is about finding 
a fair balance between allow¬ 
ing nightclubs to operate and 
allowing residents to have a 
reasonable standard of life.” 

Residents’ association 
councillor Neil Dallen, who 


also supported the change, 
said: “I frequently witness 
revellers urinating and vomit¬ 
ing in the road, in alleys and 
behind buildings in the town 
centre vicinity. This is antiso¬ 
cial, a public health issue and 
a public nuisance and is 
unacceptable.” 

A spokesman for Epsom and 
Ewell Council said it could not 
comment on the licence 
arrangements pending a 
possible appeal.

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OAP attacks men over 
home renovation work

An octogenarian incensed by his 
neighbour’s noisy building work 
flipped and attacked him with a 
baseball bat. 

Croydon Magistrates’ Court 
heard on Thursday, March 8, how 
John Payne, 82, of Oaks Avenue, 
Worcester Park, laid into his 
neighbour’s builder Lukasz No- 
chowicz, punching him twice in 
the face before wielding the bat. 

The builder had tried to stop 
him entering the semi-detached 
home adjoining the Paynes, 
which belonged to Jaspal Sidhu, 
who would later feel Mr Payne’s 
wrath. 

Prosecutor Mr John Gardner 
said: “Mr Nochowicz grabbed his 
arm and Payne turned and 
punched him twice with his right 
hand to the nose and mouth.” 

The builder rushed to the sink 
in pain and later told police: “I 
was shocked and I was bleeding 
heavily” 

Payne lost it when his neigh¬ 
bour, Mr Sidhu, reneged on an 
agreement to only carry out 
building work before 5pm. 

Mr Gardner told magistrates 
how the Sidhu family had imme¬ 
diately began renovations on the 
quiet street after introducing

themselves to Payne and his 79- 
year-old wife with a box of 
chocolates. 

But three weeks later, on Octo¬ 
ber 10 last year, the retired 82- 
year-old kicked opened his 
neighbour’s front door and at¬ 
tacked Mr Nochowicz. 

Mr Sidhu was telephoned and 
immediately returned home and 
knocked on Payne’s front door. 

He told police: “He had a red bat 
in his left hand and raised the bat 
and struck me with it on the right 
side of the face. 


“I believe if I had not moved I 
would have suffered a far more 
serious blow to my head. 

“He then hit me again on the 
right side of the body near my rib 
cage.” 

Mr Sidhu feared he was about to 
be hit for a third time and karate- 
kicked Payne, who fell to the 
floor. 

Payne was given a conditional 
discharge. 

Paye told magistrates: “We was 
quite friendly until he started all 
this building lark.”

‘Awful’ hotel proposals 
refused by councilors

Councillors have voted to reject 
planning permission for a second 
town centre Travelodge hotel. 

Developers had proposed to 
knock down the Comrades Club 
in the Parade and build a 77-bed 
hotel and create a new home for 
the Comrades. 

Councillors met at a planning 
committee on March 15 to discuss 
the plans for a third time after de¬ 
ferring the decision. 

At the meeting, councillors 
again raised concerns over the 
size of the building and also a 
lack of parking, with customers 
expected to use the nearby town 
centre car parks. 

After a two-hour debate, coun¬ 
cillors voted in favour of refusing 
the application on the grounds it 
was still too large for the site. 

Residents association councillor 
Clive Smitheram said: “Looking 
at that picture now it’s not the 
most beautiful sight. However, 
there is separation between the 
buildings. 

“What’s going to be built is a 
mass of masonry, plastic and 
glass that will stretch from Argos 
to the town hall. 

“It’s far too big and out of keep¬ 
ing and I consider it to be the 


wrong development for the site.” 

Liberal Democrat councillor 
Anna Jones said: “We do need to 
have a hotel in Epsom but it does¬ 
n’t have to be this awful. 

“There is an economic need and 
jobs are very important at the 
moment. 

“We are looking at 50 to 70 vehi¬ 
cles that have got to go some¬ 
where. The parking situation in 
Epsom is not thought through 
and this is going to make it 
worse.” 

However, Conservative Council¬ 
lor James Clarke, for Ruxley 
ward, was in favour of the plans 
and was one of four councillors to 
vote against the refusal. 

Speaking after the meeting he 


said: “I agreed completely with 
the officers - there is not hard ev¬ 
idence at all of there being an in¬ 
crease in parking problems. 

“This is a town centre develop¬ 
ment and it has been earmarked 
under plan E for use as a hotel. 

“Fifty cars a day is about four 
cars an hour, which is absolutely 
nothing. If someone lives in a 
bustling town centre there are 
going to be times when you are 
not going to be able to park out¬ 
side you front door. 

“That’s what you buy into when 
you live in a town centre.” 

Developers are now almost cer¬ 
tain to appeal against the deci¬ 
sion, which will then be decided 
by a planning inspector.

Praise for woman’s 
36 years of charity 


A woman has been praised by friends 
and family for her outstanding charity 
fundraising efforts during the past 36 
years after her daughter died of a brain 
tumour. 

Val Fletcher, a retired bank clerk from 
Chadacre Road in Stoneleigh, began 
fundraising after her daughter, Zoe, died 
aged 15 at the Royal Marsden in 1976. 

Having run hundreds of coffee morn¬ 
ings and bring-and-buy sales, plus mak¬ 
ing and selling soft toys, she has raised 
£21,000 over 36 years for the children’s 
ward at the Royal Marsden Hospital in 
Sutton. 

She said: “When it was Zoe’s 16th birth¬ 
day I felt I had to do something so we ran 
a coffee morning and got £100. So we de¬ 
cided to have a bring-and-buy sale and it 
extended from there. I was working in 
the city and I started to make soft toys 
and people bought them.” 

When the teenage cancer ward opened 
at the Royal Marsden in September last 
year, Mrs Fletcher began donating 
money raised to buy electronic equip¬ 
ment and crafts for seriously ill children.

She said: “I was so delighted with the 
laptop because children must feel so iso¬ 
lated away from home and to be able to 
actually see their friends and family and 
talk to them, I thought was incredible. I 
think Zoe would have wanted us to help 
other people. That way it wasn’t just a 
life in vain. 

“At least somewhere along the line she 
probably helped other children to get 
better.”

“amazing” lady. 

She said: “She helps everyone even if 
it’s just a kind word.

Make a clean start 


This week ushered in the first 
day of spring - and the time 
to give your home a spruce 
inside and out. 

BBC news presenter Joanna 
Gosling has unlocked the 
secret of stress-free cleaning, 
and shows how to cut the time 
it takes in half in her new 
book Simply Wonderwoman. 

“Over the years I’ve 
discovered some tricks that 
are so easy that I wanted to 
share, because like any 
working mother I know what 
it’s like to have too much to do 
and not enough time to cram 
it all in,” says Gosling, who 
has three daughters, aged 
nine to three, with her 
husband Craig Oliver, who is 
David Cameron’s chief of 
communications. 

Clean sweep 

“Break the task into bite- 
sized chunks and just focus on 
one room at a time,” says 
Gosling. “And always start at 
the top and work down so you 
don’t dirty already cleaned 
areas.” 


Get a long-handled duster 
(or wrap a microfibre cloth 
around the bristles of a 
broom) and sweep along the 
top of walls and around any 
cornices to get rid of dust and 
cobwebs. 

“Get the vacuum cleaner 
and set suction to low so you 
can clean over curtains, the 
tops of doors, sofas, chairs, 
cushions and skirting boards. 

Pull out furniture to make 
sure you get rid of dust 
lurking behind,” says Gosling. 

Get a damp cloth and a dry 
microfibre cloth. Take 
everything off all surfaces 
(only do one area at a time) 
and wipe over with the damp 
cloth to clean away dust. 

Rinse out cloth and repeat to 
ensure surface is clean. Buff 
dry with microfibre cloth. 

Do the same to all objects 
before they go back. 

There’s no need to use 
cleaning products as the wet 
wipe and dry microfibre 
cleans and shines everything 
- including silver picture 
frames!

Make it shine 

Clean mirrors and picture 
glass, as well as TV and 
computer screens, with the 
same damp cloth and dry 
microfibre cloth, before 
finishing with windows. 

“Do keep rinsing your 
cleaning cloth, or replace it if 
it gets dirty or ragged,” 
advises Gosling. “Likewise, 
have a spare microfibre to 
hand if it gets too damp.” 


Clean off any stubborn 
marks on paintwork with a 
little scouring cream and 
wash away thoroughly with a 
clean, damp cloth. 

If you have rugs, take them 
outside and shake. If you have 
hard floors, vacuum or sweep, 
then clean. 

If you have carpet, use a 
cleaning spray on any dirty 
marks and then vacuum on 
full suction power.

The south east has been 
declared an official drought 
area and saving water is 
something we all need to 
think about because summer 
will be upon us before we 
know it. 

We each use 145 litres of 
water a day, yet we could 
harvest thousands of litres of 
rainwater from our 
household roof if we just took 
a little time to invest in a 
decent water butt and 
diverter or other container. 

Guy Barter, chief 
horticultural adviser at the 
Royal Horticultural Society 
(RHS), says: “There is a lot 
gardeners can do that does 
not involve extra watering. 

“For example, spiking and 
feeding a lawn in spring will 
help it hold up in dry weather 
- then if it goes brown, it will 
recover even faster when rain 
returns.

“It’s also a good idea to 
plant hardy plants early to 
avoid the hot weather and let 
them get their roots into the 
surrounding soil to search 
out moisture. 

“When the warm weather 
arrives, keep any newly 
purchased plants in pots 
under light shade until the 
weather turns cooler.” 

Soil cultivation is of key 
importance when protecting 
plants in drought conditions. 
If we dig in large amounts of 
compost, well-rotted manure 


or other organic matter now, 
it will not only improve the 
soil structure but will also aid 
water retention. 

The RHS advises gardeners 
to plant plants when they are 
still small, so they can 
develop much greater 
resilience by adapting to their 
conditions from a young age. 

Planting as early as possible 
in spring could also be 
beneficial because the sooner 
roots can start exploring the 
soil for water before dry 
weather arrives, the better. 


Mulching after planting can 
help limit water loss from soil 
and promote a good root 
environment, which will help 
the retention of moisture 
while plants establish. 

All new plants should be 
thoroughly watered and kept 
watered in the first season in 
dry periods, to ensure they 
establish well. 

Once established, they will 
become more drought 
tolerant. 

In the last decade, more 
products which help retain 
water have become available, 
such as new and improved 
water butts (check out 
decorative water butts at 
www.rsankey.co.uk), drip 
feeders and automatic 
irrigation kits, along with 
water-retaining gels and
